The rope is always traversed by the 
horse in safety, and the feat is classed 
the most wonderful exhibition of all cir- 
cuses. 
Mr. Forepaugh has been asked 
by thousands of people how he suc- 
ceeded in training Blondiu to perform 
such a marvelous act. 
The story which 
Mr. Forepaugh tells shows that the pa- 
tience of the man was taxed fully as 
much as the brute. The first step taken 
toward the adiieyement of this great 
task was placing two ship's hawsers 
along the ground, side by side, and 
fastened 
together. 
Blondin's 
shoes 
were then removed, and after several 
days' teaching, the noble horse suc- 
ceeded in walking the rope without 
touching his feet to the ground. En- 
coumged by this effort. 
Mr. Forepaugh 
elevated the ropes three feet from the 
ground and another long lesson was 
given with a satisfactory result. 
At the 
third stage in this difficult training, one 
of the ropes was removed, and Blondiu 
was ordered to balance himself on a 
single rope. 


This was the hardest feat yet, but af- 
ter 
weeks of practice a victory was 
gained, and then it was that Mr. Fore- 
paugh knew he could present one of the 
most wonderful exhibitions on earth. A 
netting was then placed under the rope, 
and Blondiu was given daily exercise in 
this novel feat, the rope being gradually 
raised day by day. In this way the 
wisest of horses was taught to walk a 
rope fifty feet in tlie air, and his efforts 
created a contiguous storm of applause 
the country round. It is the greatest 
equine feat on earth. 


In the process of training the horse to 
accomplish this astonishing act, it was 
found that an ordinary shoe was an im- 
pediment; young Adam therefore de- 
signed a soft rubber pad, something af- 
ter the sole of a lawn tennis shoe, only 
he ha<3 a slight groove in the center 
which fitted the rope nicely.
